There  is  no  man  who  can  live  more  happily  than  a 
farmer.  He  has  occasion,  it  is  true,  to  be  industrious,  frugal  and  patient 
but  the  exercise  of  these  is  neither  a  burden  nor  a  s>hame  ;  on  the  contra- 
ry it  conftributes  directly  to  a  man's  health,  happhiess  and  prosperity.; 
Every  young  man  should  start  in  life  determined  to  act  upon  the  motio 
"  J^il  Deiperanduni'^  or  '•  don^t  give  up  the  khip.*'  Let  him  loo 
around  him  and  see  who  are  the  courted  and  resnticted  of  society,  and  h 
will  find  they  are  men  who  commenced  the  wArld  with  nothing,  an 
whose  advancement  in  life  solely  depended  upoh  their  own  industry, 
eality,  integrity  and  strict  attention  to  business.  Give  your  cows  : 
for  milk  the  best  of  food  and  plenty  of  it  ;  in  addition  to  good  hay| 
them  moderate  messes  of  carrots,  rut«baga,  or  mangel  wurtzel. 
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Improve  every  opportunity  tti  increase  your  wood  pile.  It  is  a  com4 
fortable  tjiiing  to  sit  down  by  a  gBlkd  fire  and  have  plenty  of  it  these  eold 
nights.  Winter  evenings  are  seasons  for  domestic  comfort,  mental  appl|« 
cation,  aud'sociality.  They  are  delightful  periods  of  time.  The  mind 
participates  in  the  little  comforts  the  body  feels.  These  evenings  should 
be  the  means  of  great  and  permanent  good  to  the  young.  They  should 
not  be  frittered  away  in  listless  idleness,  accumulating  nothing,  but 
squandering  itiestimable  treasure. 

Visit  your  barn  with  as  much  punctuality  as  the  sun  comes  to  the  me- 
ridian. Morning,  noon  and  night  your  four  fooled  dependents,  the  sour- 
ces of  your  wealth  as  well  as  the  objects  of  your  bounty,  should  be  fed 
iind  looked  after,  with  as  much  solicitude  as  if  they  composed  a  part  of 
vour  fainily — cattle  well  wintered  are  half  summered.  Sheep  should  b^ 
allowed  the  best  of  hay,  and  ewes  with  Iamb  should  be  well  and  regular 
y«d,  bu^  not  made  too  fat.  It  is  s^d  pine  boughs,  given  to  sheep 
'"'^  in  2  or  3  days  will  cure  their  cplds  and  promote  their  general  health, 
are  weak,  give  them  the  first  day  or  two  a  small  quantity  of 
jitk.  warm,  3  or  4  times  a  day. 
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Old  Winter,  accustomed  of  late,  to  rule  with  undisputed  sway,  seems 
no  ways  inclined  to  give  up  his  claim  to  Spring  without  a  seven:  struggle 
and  though  the  sun  now  runs  as  hi<rh  as  in  the  mild  and  beautiful  days  af 
Autumn,  the  rudest  blasts  of  Winiers  cvpiring  breath  are  yet   to  come. 

If  you  intend  to  do  much  in  the  way  of  a  garden,  it  i«  time  to  b^in 
|to  think  about  it.     For  the  time  you  must  be  guided  partly  by  the  seaaon 
and  partly  by  the  directions  in    Fessenden's  American  Gardener,  whiclp 
will  direct  you  for  preparing  the  soil,  sowing,  &c.     Every  fanaertlNNili 
have  this,  and  Fessendoi's  Complete  Farmer.     The  happiest  people^ 
those  who  are  content  td  labor  with  their  hands,  particularly  meeh 
'farmers,  and  others,  who,  in  getting  their  own  living  furnish  the  iii; 
ries  and  comforts  of  society.    No  people  are  more  worthy  of  res; 
when  honest,  intelligent,  and  industrious. 
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It  is  a  good  general  rule  to  plough  in  the  fall,  most  of  the  land  intend- 
ed for  grain  or  head  crops.  His  Excellency  John  Frost,  with  his  in- 
! visible  puiverizeis,  will  in  case  of  fall  ploughing,  perform  wonders  as 
{regards  subduing  a  hard  and  rough  soil.  But  if  your  land  is  naturally 
light  and  loose,  it  will  be  injured  by  fall  ploughing.  Freezings  and  thaw- 
ings  destroy  the  little  adlpsiveness,  belonging  to  a  light  loam,  and  its 
most  fertilizing  particles  i^ill  be  given  to  the  winds  and  waters  which 
wait  on  winter. 

It  is  not  uncommon  in  April,  for  influenza  to  prevail :  other  diseases, 
top,  are  frequent.

i4#)pleH  HJ.ould  bi  suffered  to  hang  on  the  trees  to  as  late  a  period  as  pos- 
sible in  Oair.  Of  till  hard  frosts  have  loosened  the  stalks,  and  they  are 
ii)  imnduent  danger  of  being  blown  down  by  high  winds  ;  such  as  have 
already  I'ttlk'n  ihoiild  be  carefully  gathered  and  inspected,  and  the  bestj 
put  up  for  eHfly  wiiilerlng.  If  the  husks  and  bottoms  of  your  corn,  whenl 
stowed  awuy  for  winter,  are  sprinkled  with  a  strong  solution  of  salt  inj 
'water,  and  when  dealt  out  cut  fine  with  a  strawcutter,  they  will  make 
Wcotlent  fodder  for  your  cattle. 
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Winter  is  a  noisy,  blusteriag,  bustling  season,  though  in  general  he 
keeps  himself  cool.  Even  as  early  as  November  he  seems  already  im- 
patient to  begin  his  sway.  If  you  leave  a  door  ajar,  he  slam^  it  wide 
open  and  comes  puffing  in,  and  blows  the  newspaper  into  the  fire,  over- 
sets the  clothes-horse,  and  cuts  sundry  other  capers  of  the  sort.  He  takes 
advantage  of  every  still  night  to  steal  into  the  garden  and  pinch  off  the 
heads  of  the  flowers.  He  mounts  every  black  cloud,  and  from  it  sendat 
down  a  flurry  of  sleet,  hail  or  snow,  he  clutches  the  reigns  of  govern- 
ment, and  in  a  few  dayb  "  congeals  every  brook."

The  numbers  here  given,  show  for  Greenwich  Apparent 
Noon,  the  distance  of  the  Mean  Sun,  from  the  Meridian,  or  the  por- 
tion of  time  to  be  added  to,  or  subtracted  from,  Greenwich  Apparent 
Noon  to  obtain  the  corresponding  Mean  Time  at  the  same  Meridian, 
or  the  time  which  ought  to  be  shown  by  the  Mean  Time  Clock. — 
Where  time  is  deduced  from  observations  of  the  Sun,  the  immediate 
result  is  apparent  time;  to  convert  it  into  mean  time,  the  equation  of 
^o«time  is  necessary,  and  it  is  to  be  applied  to  apparent  time,  according 
to  the  precept  at  the  head  of  the  column.
